“Four Daughters,” the Warner

A moving tale of four devoted 
sisters who fall in love with the 
same man, the film has one of the 
most unique casts in motion 
picture history. 

Given stability by the presence 
of such tried and true performers 
as Claude Rains, May Robson, 
Frank McHugh and Dick Foran, 
the cast is made remarkable by 
a couple of striking circumstances. 

First, it marks the only time in 
motion picture history when 
three sisters not only played im- 
portant roles in the same picture 
but were, in fact, cast as sisters.

This starts the chain of cir- 
cumstances which make the story 
of “Four Daughters” a rich and 
human experience. And while the 
mood is sometimes that of 
tragedy, it has many gay and 
light-hearted moments, and it 
ends, indeed, on a note of up- 
roarious comedy.

and the crew, and the director, 
Michael Curtiz, told me that ‘Pat’ 
helped to keep everybody in 
good humor during complicated 
rehearsals. 

“But Rosemary sat in her chair 
and seemed quiet most of the 
time. Of course, Lola was her old 
self. There was the time that 
Lola slipped a few pieces of wood 
on Rosemary’s chair just as 
Rosemary was to sit down to the 
dinner table in the big scene for 
Mr. Curtiz, and Rosemary 
shrieked and jumped up again. 

“Around our home it is differ- 
ent. It is ‘Pat’ who is lying on 





her stomach and reading, and it 
is Rosemary who is laughing and 
gay, and responsible for all the 
liveliness around the place. Rose- 
mary always is the one who gets 
the girls started to riding horses 
in the morning when they do not 
work; or is the first one out in 
her suit and urging ‘Pat’ to take 
a dip with her in the swimming 
pool. 

“Rosemary is responsible for 
most of the chatter and the fun 
around the house. Now isn’t that 
odd how the girls change char- 
acteristics when they get on the 
sound stages?” 

Mrs. Lane always gets up 
about 5 a.m. when her daughters 
are working in a film, and per- 
sonally superintends the prepar- 
ing of hot breakfasts for Rose- 
mary and Priscilla, both of whom 
rise at 5:80. 

“I always try to see that the 
girls have plenty of time to eat 
and enjoy their breakfasts,” says 
the good-humored mother of the 
Lane girls. “I figure that if I 
can send them to the studio in 
the morning with their appetites 
satisfied, and feeling comfort- 
able and happy, they are far 
more likely to have ‘a good day 
at the studio’ than somebody else 
who rushes into her clothes, 
speeds to the studio full of wor- 
ries about being late, and then 
tries to gulp a cup of scalding 
coffee while having her makeup 
applied.” 

Mrs. Lane also serves hot din- 
ners to her daughters when they 
come home from the studio be- 
tween 7:30 and 8:30, and says 
that although it sometimes be- 
comes necessary to keep a meal 
waiting for one or two hours, 
“T never permit the girls to see 
that anyone has been disturbed 
when their studio work keeps 
them later than we had expected.” 

Mrs. Lane takes the business 
worries off the shoulders of both 
the younger girls. She handles 
their bookkeeping matters, helps 
them with their contracts and in- 
vestments, and their budgets.

What happens when four de- 
voted sisters fall in love with the 
same man? “Four Daughters,” 
the Warner Bros. picture based 
on a Fannie Hurst story, which 
opens at the Strand Theatre 
today, takes that as its theme 
and develops it into a richly 
human story.

tined to go just about where he 
pleases and shrewd showmanship 
dictates. 

Women will weep over the drama, 
cut to the appeal to the greatest 
common interest, and will gossip it 
to prosperous patronage. 

The Lane sisters, Priscilla, Rose- 
mary and Lola, and Gale Page, com- 
prise the femme quartet. All turn in 
excellent performances, with Pris- 
cilla as the youngest of the Lemp 
sorority carrying off a shade of the 
honors in the most exacting role. 
Claude Rains presides with seasoned 
competence and nice modulations as 
the musician father, adored by his 
family but driven almost frantic by 
their affectionate antics. All of the 
girls are simultaneously in love with 
a debonair young composer, Felix, 
admirably played by Jeffrey Lynn, 
while they temporize with the 
suitors who are, or are about to be, 
their husbands, Dick Foran, Frank 
McHugh, John Garfield) Even May 
Robson, the Aunt Etta of the tale, 
warms her heart at his scattered de- 
votions in a performance up to Miss 
Robson’s fine standard. 

But Garfield, a cynical and sar- 
donic orchestrator, product of the 
city streets and forever anticipating 
the worst, steals the love of the 





youngest sister, Priscilla Lane, away 
from Lynn and marries her on the 
day set for her wedding with the 
composer, Garfield develops a great 
character with consummate artistry, 
compelling a fascinated interest from 
his first to his final scene—a piece 
of poetic tragedy ending in his self 
inflicted death which will stir wide 
critical comment and audience ac- 
claim. . 

Dick Foran turns in a good ac- 
count as the dependable neighbor- 
hood florist to whom Gale Page 
finally turns in contentment after 
heart-break over the composer. 
Frank McHugh has a comparatively 
short role but is okay. Vera Lewis, 
Tom Dugan, Eddie Acuff and Donald 
Kerr capably complete the cast. 
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Michael Curtiz directs for the 
sentimental stress, with splendid 
guidance in the character develop- 
ment. Some of the touches are old 
fashioned but they fit the material 
approximately. He achieves the full 
emotional values in the richly enter- 
taining and provocative script by 
Julius J. Epstein and Lenore Coffee, 
based on Fannie Hurst’s novel. 


Henry Blanke adds a highly credit- 
able offering to his score as associate 
producer Leo F. Forbstein’s musical 
direction and Max Steiner’s score are 
notably effective. Ernie Haller has 
used his camera splendidly, and the 
other technical support is of the 
best.

Basically, ‘‘Four Daughters” is a family story pointed to appeal 
to all over the teen age. Actually it is a homey, human story of 
happy, humdrum lives, temporarily upset. Based on Fannie 
Hurst’s Cosmopolitan magazine story, “Sister Act,” with screen- 
play by Julius J. Epstein and Lenore Coffee and directed by 
Michael Curtiz, it simply, yet powerfully, brings into intimate 
focus a panorama of natural but startling events—experiences 
that probably might be the lot of the average family. 

Although, on occasions, the theme development strikes a note 
of pathetic tragedy, the complete purpose of the film is to lift up 
rather than depress. As a whimsical keynote is sounded, “Four 
Daughters” is made easy to look at, as good dialogue is com- 
bined with attention arresting incidents. Romance, melodrama, 
humor, pathos and tragedy, the sublime and ridiculous, all are 
expertly blended. It is made an unusual picture, exceptionally 
worthwhile entertainment for any kind of audience, sophisticates 
or just plain folk, by the quality of the acting. The Lane sisters, 
Claude Rains, May Robson, Frank McHugh, Dick Foran are 
all favorably known and they contribute performances equalling 
or topping previous appearances. The presence in the cast of John 
Garfield, who is sensational, Jeffrey Lynn and Gale Page gives 
the picture extraordinary commercial exploitation value. 

In the small-town Lemp household, two sisters, “Ann” and 
“Emma,” have shaped their future toward spinsterhood, “Kay” 
has visioned an artistic career, and ‘‘Thea,” socially ambitious has 


accepted the proposal of “Ben Crowley.” All is serene until 
jaunty, go-getting “Felix” appears. The hearts of the four maids 
go fluttering, and events beyond the imagination of “Father 
Adam” and “Aunt Etta” turn the household into turmoil. A note 
foreboding tragedy is sounded when cynical, ironic “Mickey 
Borden” enters to sweep “Ann” off her feet and elope with her 
while the minister is waiting to marry her to “Felix.” Disrupting 
the family happiness, the situation entangles many. Enduring 
bravely a pathetic existence, “Ann” and “Mickey” return home 
for a Christmas party to discover “Emma” happy in a newly 
realized affection for bucolic but dependable “Ernest.” ‘‘Mickey,” 
appreciating his unfitness in the scheme of things, chooses sacri- 
ficial self-elimination as the only way to right the wrong to “Ann” 
and “Felix” for which he was responsible. 

Time erasing the bitter memories, the threads of romance 
knit together again for “Felix,” “Ann” and her three sisters, and 
“Adam” and “Aunt Etta” vision a happier future. 

For all its theme of seriousness, “Four Daughters” is not with- 
out laughter and many moments of exciting gayety. These quali- 
ties, together with the quaint character sketches and the appeal- 
ing ‘beauty of life in the country where all that happens is always 
good and nothing is bad, are integrally a part of the compelling 
plot of frustrated sweethearts wandering in search of peace. and 
happiness, 

Previewed at the Warner Theatre in Hollywood. The pudiense 
actually seemed to have come under the tllusion it was partictpat- 
ing in the events which befell the shadows on the screen. En- 
thusiastic for the whole show, the crowd reserved its special 
applause for Garfield. Reaction inside theatre and the sidewalk 
comment indicated “Four Daughters” should be a crowd pleaser 
any place and consequent good box office ttem.—Gus McCartTHy.
